oreword 


TO  attempt  in  this  prelate  a  detailed  review  of  a  collection  so 
extensive  and  diverse  as  is  the  Lowndes  collection  would  he  to  try 
the  reader's  patience  unnecessarily,  as  a  glance  through  the  pro- 
fusely illustrated  catalogue  will  prove.  Therefore,  we  may  content  ourselves 
here  with  a  brief  survey,  touching  on  some  side  lights  of  collecting  that  will 
not  fail  to  interest. 

Stanley  Howard  Lowndes  (1857-19  14)  was  horn  at  City  Island,  New 
York,  and  it  was  his  enterprising  and  imaginative  nature  to  foresee  the  com- 
mercial possibilities  of  oyster  cultivation  on  a  large  scale  at  a  time  when  the 
natural  beds  in  the  waters  of  Connecticut  and  New  York  were  rapidly 
approaching  exhaustion.  The  fight  for  protection  of  this  lesser-known  in- 
dustry in  the  Legislatures  of  New  York  and  Connecticut  makes  interesting 
reading,  and  is  to  be  found  in  the  National  Cyclopedia  of  American  Biog- 
raphy.  Material  success  and  international  recognition  inevitably  followed, 
thus  supplying  the  means  for  the  accumulation  of  one  of  the  most  com- 
prehensive collections  of  Americana  that  it  has  been  our  privilege  to  offer 
at  these  Galleries. 

A  collection  of  this  sort  provides  tor  us  an  extensive  panorama  of  the 
activities,  hopes,  and  ambitions  of  an  age  in  America  that  preceded  the 
industrial  revolution.  The  national  aspirations  of  a  people  recently  divorced 
from  age-old  customs  and  traditions  are  expressed  on  pitcher,  coverlet,  and 
print,  and  yet,  paradoxically,  tradition  is  the  source  from  which  these  things 
derive  their  value.  Thus,  in  contemplating  a  set  ol  six  carved  mahogany 
chairs,  one  ma)'  imagine  a  White  House  scene  ot  the  time  ol  President 
Monroe,  where  historical  figures  move  across  a  stage  that  has  already  sur- 
rendered to  the  advance  of  liberal  philosophies  much  of  its  glitter  and 
pomp.  In  like  manner,  some  crudely  fashioned  utensils  and  primitive 
articles  of  furniture  enable  us  to  visualize  a  period  which  elevated  austerity 
to  a  foremost  position  among  the  virtues. 

The  forming  of  this  collection  occupied  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lowndes  for 
over  thirty-five  years,  and  many  episodes,  some  difficult  and  some  impossible 
of  repetition  today,  were  recounted  by  Mrs.  Lowndes  to  the  writer:  how  at 
one  time  she  and  her  husband  happened  to  come  across  a  farmer  at  South 


Dix  Hill,  Long  Island,  who  was  about  to  convert  a  pile  of  old  lumber  lying 
in  his  barn  into  kindling,  and  from  that  potential  tire  wood  comes  one  of  the 
beautiful  four-post  bedsteads  in  this  sale;  and  how  at  another  time  a  day  in 
winter  found  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lowndes,  Mrs.  Lowndes'  lap  filled  with  a  choice 
discovery  of  Lowestoft  china,  involved  in  a  race  with  a  neighbor's  sleigh, 
the  violent  end  of  which  saw  their  horse  minus  most  of  its  harness  but  the 
occupants  and  the  china  intact. 

The  Lowndes'  home  at  Northport,  Long  Island,  where  this  collection 
was  housed,  has  long  been  a  point  of  interest  to  students  and  collectors  of 
Americana,  and  the  educational  value  of  the  collection  has  often  graciously 
been  made  available  to  the  community.  However,  the  care  of  a  collection  of 
this  size  is  a  great  responsibility,  and  that  is  one  reason  why  Mrs.  Lowndes 
has  decided  upon  public  sale.
